In. these times, when the’ exigencies of 
"present discussions are leading men to rake. 
‘up the embers and revive the bitterness of 
past cortroversics, more than one-attempt

Any lengthoned 
discussion of its intrinsic morita may well be’ 
considerad ont of placa nnd uncalled for. 
First, then, it will clear our path ‘to state 
precisely what waa the doctrine of those 
Jasuits, and Lheir number was comparatively 
small, ‘on | whose account'so large a measure 
of opprobrium has been showered on the 
whole body. Those. who are acquainted 
with the, passages inthe writings of the 
Jesuit theolvgians who have either trevted 
fully or more briefly touched on the question, 
cannot fail to, sea at ‘a, glance that these 
writers distinguish tyrants into two classes. 
There ia the tyrannua ueurpationia or tyrannus 
in titulo, andthe dyrannus reqiminis ‘or 
wdministrationis, The first of these js the 
jyvaut properly ao called, the usurper, whose 
title ig radically defective, and whe in con- 
sequence can hava no claim or right to the 
obedience of those upon whose necks he 
attempts to plant bis foot, Any power that 
he may by fraud or foree_have acquired is 
siraply. illegitimate, ‘The second is one 
whose title to authority is just and legitimate, 
but whose abuse of power hus reached such 
an excess as to become intolerable to hie 
subjects. Tho firstis a public robber, who 
invades the ‘liberties and imperils the 
stability of the State, who aspires to the 
throne of a :lawfut ruler, or who revolis 
against’ legitimate goverament for. the, pur-. 
pose: of enslaving his country. The accond 
haa a right. to reign and to govoro, but he 
» exercises his right in such a way, whather by 
direct contraventions of the divine law, or by 
‘oppressive social messures, a9 to, ténd by ‘hia 
nets ratherto the ruin of the comoionwealth 
than to its preservation and well-being, as! 
he is bound to do, by tha obligations of his 
‘ofiice. According to the Jesuit. theologians, 
thie distinction is a very essential: one, and | 
affecta materially the sttitade of a nation in 
respect of ong who tyrannizes overit.. When 
they consider the question of the nature of 
“the'action that they may ‘ba allowed tow 
nation, and every merwber of it, in reapect 
to a-tyront in the full sense of the word—one, 
“that is, who attempts violently and unjustly 
to possess bimself,of the suprome powor,— 
they declare that o peo le under such oir- 
iy to_employ all 
measures of aclive resistance as long ag tho 
* aeurpation lasts. . Such an invader of the 
rights of the nation is a public. enemy, 
and the State can order or permit every 
citizen to defond his country; may, in virtue 
of auch public authorization; always presua- 
ed, at least in such 0 caso, every individual 
citizen has o right to remove the.wsurper and 
deliver his country, even’ by putting him-to 
oath, if no other “meana should be left—eai 
tyrannus aliter tolli non pout. Sueb an act; 
However terrible, is neither high treason nor 
rogicide, for the tyrant who is tho-victim of 
if is absolutely without. rights of sovertigaty 
‘or authority over those whose oppression aud

As- 
suredly wo'mpy say with Maury, but more 
significantly, that “ voleanocsare not a meteo- 
rological necessity.” “We. cannot say that 
they are,” hé. proceeds,‘ yet the: force aad 
regularity of the winds remind us that their 


presence would. not be inconsistent, with{ 


known laws, He believes, in’ fact, that the 
steady winds may be partly formed as an in- 
draught feeding voleauic fires.’ It is aa well 
to remember, when ideas so wild are mooted, 
that, as Maury ‘himself.romarks, ““ we know, 
ocularly, but little more ‘of the topographical 
features of Autarctic regions than we do of 

hose.of one of the planets.” « “If they be 
continental,” as he. proceeds, ‘*we may, ip- 
deed, without any unwarrantable stretch of 
the imagination, relieve the face of nature 
there with snow-clad mountains, and di. 
versify thelandscape with fliming volcanoes ;”” 
but we must not forget that this isa work of 
imagination, nét‘a, theory which can be in- 
sisted updn as though it represented a goo- 
graphical fact. While on this subject, how. 
ever, we cannot refrain from quoting a very
